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Continuation of 13. Other: First, applicant argues that Hjelsvold does not disclose digital broadcasting, only distributing video over the 
Internet (applicant's remarks, page 4 line 16 - page 5 line 4). However applicant's specification does not define digital broadcasting in a 
manner that excludes the Internet. Page 1, lines 11-19 of applicant's specification simply describe digital broadcasting as the 
transmission of an electric wave encoded with digital data to a receiver. 

Second, applicant argues that Hjelsvold does not disclose the collection of AIU data (the equivalent of the claimed 'application') to be a 
separate and independent item from the program, and argues that the claim requires the application data claimed is a separate and 
independent item from the program (applicant's remarks, page 5, lines 5-16). However, there is no limitation in claim 1 which states that 
the application data must be a separate and independent item from the program in the manner described by the applicant. Hjelsvold, 
col. 12, lines 1-10 show how an executing script processes AlUs, just as claim 1 claims processing an application in accordance with an 
ADF (claim 1, stepd). 

Third, applicant argues that the SMIL script file disclosed by Hjelsvold is not equivalent to the claimed ADF in that the SMIL script file 
merges two or more media objects wherein the ADF processes a single application (applicant's remarks, page 5, lines 17-26). However, 
claim 1 describes the application itself to a be a collection of contents (claim 1, step a), therefore the SMIL script file and the ADF are in 
fact equivalent.. 
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
